HE OPPOSES CENTRALIZATION 


NEBRASKAN GIVEN A CORDIAL RE- 


CEPTION AT CHICAGO 


Consolidation of Ail Government at 


Washington a Menace to Safely 


of Republic. 


Chicago, Sept. 13.—"I want to make 


my position perfectly clear; I want to 
say to you that not only am I not an- 
nouncing a candidacy, but I am not 
permitting a candidacy." In these 
words William J. Bryan--administered 
a check to the enthusiasm which, at 
the Jefferson club banquet given in 
Mr. Bryan's honor, greeted speeches 
advocating his nomination for the 
third time for president. Mr. Bryan 
added: "I trust that before the time 
comes' to name a man for the next 
presidential race, light may be thrown 
upon our party's pathway that a man 
may be chosen who will be best able 
to do for the p'arty more than I have 
yet been able to do." 


There had been warm words of 


praise for Mr." Bryan, particularly 
from former Congressman Ollie M. 
James of Kentucky and Judge J. B. 
Tarvin of Covington, Ky.t who had de- 
clared unqualifiedly for Mr. Bryan as 
the Democratic nominee for president 
in 1908, and from Alexander Throup 
of New Haven, Conn., who declared 
that Bryan was the natural and legiti- 
mate leader of the Democratic party 
in the coming campaign. "Democracy 
versus Centralization" was Mr. Bry- 
an's 
theme, the Nebraska orator 


saying: 


"The Jeffersonian Democrajt would 


fioTfake fronfthe federal'government 
any power necessary to the perform- 
ance of its legitimate duties, but he 
recognizes that the consolidation of all 
the .government at 'Washington would 
be a menace to the safety-of the na- 
tion, and would endanger the perpetu- 
ity of the republic. He believes in the 
preservation of the power of both 
state and federal governments. 


"The investigation of the large life 


insurance companies has led to the 
discussion of national remedies, and 
the advocates of' centralization are 
likely to seize upon this agitation as 
an excuse for legislation which will 
take the business of life insurance oat 
of the hands of the various states. 
The Democrats should draw a distinc- 
tion between federal legislation, which 
is supplemental to state legislation, 
and that form of federal legislation 
which would substitute a national for 
a state remedy. No national charter 
should be granted to an insurance 
company, and no federal supervision 
should interfere with the exercise of 
the power now vested in the states 
to supervise companies doing business 
in such states. In devising a remedy 
for the trusts, the Democrats should 
resolutely oppose any and every at- 
tempt to authorize a national incorpo- 
ration or chartering of trading or 
manufacturing enterprises. Congress 
has control over interstate commerce, 
and it is the only body that can deal 
effectively and efficiently with inter- 
state commerce, but to control inter- 
state commerce il is not necessary 
that it should create corporations that 
can override state laws. 


-It is natural that the Democratic 


party should favor the election of 
United States senators by direct vote 
of the people. There is no longer rea- 
son for doubt, and experiences show, 
that the United States senate has be- 
come the bulwark of corporate inter- 
ests. It can not be brought into sym- 
pathetic touch with the people until 
the method of election is so changed 
as to make the members of the senate 
responsible directly to the people. The 
' initiative and referendum are growing 
in popular favor because they increase 
(he control of the people over their 
own affairs arid maks the government 
niorc responsive to the popular •will."

WAS ADMIRAL TOGO'S FLAGSHIP 
DESTROYED BY A FANATICAL" 


Growing Feeling Among Members of Japanese Colony and Diplomatic Corps of London 


That the Destruction of the Great Battleship, With 600 On Doard, Was Not the 
Result of An Accident-It Is Thought Several Were In the Plot To Sink the 
Vessel, 


London, Se'pt. 13.—There is a grow- 


ing feeling among the members of 
tao Japanese colony and the diplomatic 
corps here that the battleship Mikasa, 
which carried 599 members 
of bar 


brave crew to the bottom, was de- 
stroyed by a fanatical "Jackie," in 
whose veins still flowed the blood of 
the ancient Samurai, whose leading 
doctrine is "hari-kari" rather than dis- 
honor. 


Japanese here who know the feeling 


of iheir countrymen, to-day say that 
the terms upon which peace has been 
established - are considered "dibhonor- 
al'le'" in the extreme by the loyal Jap- 
anese. The Japanese are strong in 
their belief that the fire which de- 
stroyed the flagship of Admiral Togo 
was the work of an incendiary and 
they advance many reasons for that 
belief. 


They believe some member of the 


crew was willing to see the grand ship, 
which had ever ridden in the fore- 
front of the battle line on the s^as, 
destroyed rather than remain inactive 
because of the conclusion of a case 
which reflected no credit on her glor- 
ious victories. 


The Japanese point out thjt the ship 


was lying at anchor in the fleet of 
which she was flagship and that every 
vessel in the squadron rushed men to 
her assistance* as soon as fire was dis- 
covered. There is little inflammable 
material on board a battleship, yet the 
fire bursting forth in a dozen places 
spread so rapidly that the crews were 
una.ble to cope with if.

Earlier in the session Mr. Randolph 
had handed Mr. Hughes a schedule of 
syndicate underwritings and transac- 
tions of the New York Life for the last 
10 years. This statement was to show, 
and a footnote to the schedule so 
stated, that the company had partici- 
pated in. no syndicate transactions 
that had been closed out with a loss. 
Among these syndicate transactions 
was the underwriting of the naviga- 
tion syndicate, or International Mer- 
cantile Marine. 


Mr.. Hughes drew from the witness 


that there was an aggregate of $4,000,- 
000 the New York Life paid J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co on this "joint account." Mr. 
Hughes then took up a sales item 
dated Dec. 31, 1903, of. $800.000 of In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine stock. 
Mr. Randolph replying to Mr. Hughes 
"said this sale was made to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Company. Mr. Hughes contin- 
ued inquiry into the matter and asked: 


"On Jan. 19, 1904, there is an entry 


of-a purchase of $800,000. From whom 
did you buy?" "J. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany." 


"Why 
did you sell to J. P. Morgan, 


then buy from J. P. Morgan & Com- 
pany on the next business day?" "Be- 
cause they desired to reduce it." 


"Yes, but why, then, did you buy it 


back the next business day?" Here 
Mr. Randolph began to explain and 
wandered several times 
from 
the 


subject. He was led back by the law- 
yer, who seemingly was unable to get 
a reply. Finally he asked: 


"As a matter of fact there was a 


report to the superintendent of insur- 
ance on Dec. 31, 1903?"- "Yes." 


"Then the sole purpose of the trans- 


action was that you might be able to 
tell the superintendent of insurance 
you had only $3,200.000 of Internation- 
al Mercantile Marine shares?" The 
witness hesitated and tried to evade 
a direct answer, but Mr. Hughes re- 
peated the question until finally Mr. 
Randolph said "Yes." 


Following tip the navigation syndi- 


cate transactions, Mr. Hughes refer- 
red to an item on the schedule of syn- 
dicate transactions under date of Dec. 
30. 190-1. by which $800,000 of bonds 
were sold to J. P. Morgan & Company 
of London for $720.000 
Mr. Randolph

Stronger Now Than Ever Be- 


fore, Says Witte. 


A GEEATEK NATION PEEDIOTED.

"America and Russia are almost like 


tlie far famed Siamese twins," said M. 
Sergius Wittc, the chief Russian peace 
envoy, in his room in the St. Regis 
hotel, at New York, to a New York 
Herald reporter the other afternoon. 
"The two great countries of the world," 
he then added, "arc Russia and the 
United States. They are the two great 
countries' of the world because they 
both produce men and material. That 
is the secret of any nation's success." 


Asked if he thought' Russia's com- 


mercial condition had been bettered or 
injured by the -war, M. Witte said: 


"Russia is better now than she ever 


was. ' After the war she will get on 
her-feet again, and when slie gets on 
her feet-it will be a firm and strong 
position that she takes." 


In answer to a question as to whether 


the internal troubles in Russia were 
agitating the minds of the government, 
M. Witte replied: 


"That is a diplomatic question which 


I cannot answer, but I can say Rus- 
sia is a much misunderstood c&untry 
in America. America is so far away, 
so distant by land and sea, so almost 
remote in all the possibilities of our 
national life, that it is not at all sur- 
prising that false and exaggerated re- 
ports become current here. It also 
happens that we of Russia have er- 
roneous reports • about 
the 
United 


States. We are told of your lyncbings, 
your riots, your popular uprisings. In 
St. Petersburg aud Moscow these ap- 
pear to us as very serious matters. 
Doubtless we appear to your states- 
men here in the samfe position. Still, 
I think it is only fair, only' just and 
only equitable to look at tbe two trou- 
bles iu social economics with an eye 
glass '-which, reaches five thousand 
miles. 


"I certainly do not intend to state 


• that- the Russian civil life is perfect. I 


presume you do not intend to state 
that' the civil life of America is per- 
fect 
We both have our faults. We 


both, I trust, are striving to overcome5 
or obviate them." 


"Will you speak about Russian af- 


fairs in the far east?" 


"On that question my lips are sealed." 
"Will you say,anything about the 


evacuation of Manchuria by the Rus- 
sian troops'?'' - 


"Nothing at all." 
-"Will you speak about the financial 


position of Russia?" 


"I -will tell you of Russia's greatness, 


of Russia's wonderful 
recuperative 


powers. I will tell you that now that 
Russia has ended her war with Japan 
her commerce -will rise and rise untiF 
it is a supreme thing in her internation- 
al relations. Do not think for a mo- 
ment that Russia has- been left out of 
the game, as you say here. We are 
•stiJl in it We have the men, the mon- 
ey and the people. We also have the 
greatest undeveloped country that ex- 
ists, not even excepting the United 
States. Our climate ranges from the 
tropics to the arctic. 


"It is a very delightful thing to have 


a country so much like our own step in 
and act as the intermediary in this 
trouble we have had. I do not care to 
speak about the trouble or the future 
results. That is a matter which is en- 
tirely-diplomatic and official, but I do 
feel very great kindness for the Amer- 
ican people "outside of all official rela- 
tions. We came here as friends and 
we were received as guests. "He are 
still in that delightful condition." 


"Do you think that Russia is a prom- 


ising place for enterprising Americans 
to go into to make money?" he was 
asked. 


"To answer that would be to answer 


a speculative question. Russia is not 
a speculative nation. 
Russia is so 


much like the United States that a di 
rect answer would be an implication 
of Russia's honesty or that of the 
Americans. Russia is not looking for 
anything that sue cannot'herself pro- 
vide. Friends are always welcome, al- 
ways gladly received."

<ENTUCKY AS DIAMOND FIELD 


Bonth African Expert Dlncorern In- 


dlcutluiiH Tit ere ol ItlKlit L)vi»oi>lt». 
David Draper, diauioud expert, of 


Johannesburg, South Africa, passed 
through 1'ittsburg the other night for 
Richmond, Ya. He riveiitly-returnud 
from Elliott county, Ky., where he in- 
vestigated and in.spect'-'d land between 
Isou and Creeches creeks, says a 1'itls- 
burg correspondent of tlie New York 
World. He is the first diauioud uiiuu 
expert from South Africa to investi- 
gate the possibilities of finding dia- 
monds in Kentucky—pipes, as they are 
called in diamond milling. 


The correspondent read the report 


Mr. Draper made of the mines through 
the courtesy of W. L. McGee, oue of 
the owners of the land. Mr. Draper in 
his report said that if prospects had 
appeared on the surface in South At' 
lica as they do in Elliott county, Ky., 
hundreds of thousands of dollars would 
have been invested in a thorough pros 
pectiug. 


His report shows that garnets, ill- 


mcnite, olh ine, dopside and 
mica 


should be found in the deposits. So far 
reports of the finding of diamonds are 
legendary, but the thick growth of veg- 
etation would preclude the possibility 
of finding the gems unless they were 
systematically searched for. 


'Mr. Draper calls attention to the fact 
that some of the Transvaal mines were 
discovered only after twenty-five years 
of prospecting, although it was evident 
to mining experts that diamonds exist- 
ed there. lie compares the cost of fuel 
and labor in Kentucky with that of 
South -Africa, which is in favor of Ken 
lucky. 
* 


He says the total cost- of thoroughly 


prospecting the Kentucky property 
would aggregate $100,000. His report 
states further that he would not be 
surprised if the pipes were laid open 
that larger ones would be found in 
Kentucky than have ever been found 
in South Africa; also that it would re- 
quire the finding only of five carats of 
stones per load in Kentucky to make 
the mine a paying one. • 


The pipes he--examined, he asserts, 


are through "Kimberlite" and of vol- 
canic origin and should produce just as 
rare gems as have ever been found in 
the Transvaal. The Kentucky property 
is so situated that the earth in being 
removed could be readily dumped from 
the hill, whereas in South Africa-it has 
to be hauled by trams and wire ropes 
long distances. 


The earth thus dug out is left ex- 


posed to the atmosphere from four 
months to a year before it is sorted 
out, washed and the diamonds and 
other minerals removed. It would re- 
quire two years' work thoroughly to ex- 
ploit the property for precious stones. 


His report states that nowhere has 


he found as good indications of dia- 
monds as in the Kentucky fleld. The 
-promoters of the 
enterprise have 


bought up 22,000 acres of land sur- 
rounding the ground which ^will be 
opened.

It 
looked like crops would be a total fail- 
ure. A special prayer meeting was or- 
ganized at Wellsville, earnest invoca- 
tions for relief were sent up and the 
rain came. We have a right to judge 
by results, the supreme test of all en- 
deavor." 


The observation was made by Harry 


E. Turner, a Wellsville (Mo.) editor, 
says n Macon (Mo.) dispatch to the 
Kansas" City Star. He is a member 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian church 
in his town. For many years Mr. Tur- 
uer has been a devoted promulgator of 
the doctrine of prompt divine response 
to faithful prayer. He said: 


"The farmers of Montgomery coun- 


ty had put out unusually large crops 
the early part of this year and were 
hoping for a bountiful harvest. 
But 


as the -weeks passed by and there were 
no indications of rain it became evi- 
dent the corn was destined to be a to- 
tal failure and that other crops would 
be cut moi"-nfully shoVt. The blazing 
sun was shriveling everything green 
and baking the earth. Our pastor, the 
Kev. J. B. White, and I talked the mat- 
ter over -vrith the other ministers of 
the place, and it was decided the surest 
way to avert the impending calami- 
ty was to hold a union prayer meeting. 
We had an excellent precedent in the 
proclamation of Governor C. H. Har- 
din in 1874, which called for fasting 
and prayer throughout the state that 
the grasshopper plague might be re- 
moved. 


"There were some very good church 


members who advised against making 
a public appeal, their argument being 
that should we fail sinners would jeer 
and unbelievers become set in their 
ways worse than ever. 


"'But we will not fail!' exclaimed 


Pastor White. 'We will not even think 
of failing!' 


"Well, prayer meeting night came, 


and. though but comparatively few 
were out, it was a most enthusiastic 
gathering. Everybody spoke, and ev- 
erybody said we'd have rain. He was 
absolutely certain about it. There was 
uot a weak kneeded brother present. 


"For several days after the meeting 


the sun -journeyed along its fiery way 
with ever increasing fury- 
Some of 


the townspeople carried umbrellas to 
joke the 'praying brigade.' 
But to 


the farmers it was not a laughing mat- 
ter. 
They could only see ruin ahead 


and became gloomier day by day. 
I 


confess that I began to get a little 
shaky myself and thought ruaybe Pro%- 
idence wouldn't pay any attention to 
a little burg back in the hills. But be- 
fore faith went out rain came, and, let 
me tell you, it was a .regular gulley 
cleaner! And it kept coming. 
The 


farmers 
brightened. 
The umbrella 


fiends had actual use for their cano- 
pies, aud -when the 'praying brigade* 
went down the street people took off 
their hats to it. 


"Now, if you have observed the sit- 


uation you will notice *hat the rain 
has come all through the summer just 
as needed. 
And the gratifying thing 


about it is that other counties bare 
been blessed as well as ours."

Newark is infested with a number ol 


professional crooks and on Tuesday 
night one or more ot the safe-blowing 
breed successfully plied their vocation 
in West Newark when the safe in the 
office of the Newark Artificial Stone 
and Plaster company was blown and 
rifled of all its contents which^ might 
prove of value to the manipulator of 
the nitroglycerine. 


That the job was done by exper- 


ienced men, there is no doubt. Every 
feature ot the job points in that direc- 
tion. The robbers got but little for 
their trouble, there being but $41 in 
cash in the safe at the time of the 
burglary. This money was taken a= 
was also checks amounting to several 
thousand dollars, but the men wisely 
concluded that these would be of no 
value to them and they were thrown 
aside before leaving the big building. 


It is thought that the crime 
was 


committeed about 10:30, as a sound of 
a dull explosion was heard by resi- 
dents near the cement works. 


Entrance was gained by first forcing 


the door leading into the boiler room 
with a jimmy. The office, which is 
partitioned off from the boiler room, 
was easily entered and once inside, 
the cracksmen were free to work with- 
out fear 
of being 
disturbed. This 


office is located in the rear of the 
building and is isolated from all resi- 
dences. 


From all indications, a funnel-shaped 


arrangement was made of soap around 
the knob of the safe 
door. In 
this 


place the explosive, nitroglycerine, was 
poured and allowed to run into the 
lock. The fuse was tnen applied and 
the cracksmen awaited until the heavj 
rumbling of a passing train would help 
to muffle the sound of the explosion, 
and the charge was touched off. 


The force of the explosion complete- 


ly destroyed the outer door of jthe safe 
and blew it with great force against 
the west wall of the building. Sev- 
eral panes of glass in the one window 
in the office were demolished by the 
concussion and the force of the ex- 
plosion was great enough to blow sev- 
eral slates ot the roof off the building 
directly above the gale. Besides de- 
stroying the safe door, a typewriter, a 
desk and several framed pictures were 
almost completely demolished. 


The soap which was used by the 


cracksmen to run the explosive into 
the lock, was blown all over the wal's. 
The books and. papers contained 
in 


the safe were uninjured and nothing 
but the cash Box was disturbed.

noticed about town and several who 
are well acquainted with the criminal 
world believe that these men are re- 
sponsible for the job of Tuesday night.
